"Forbidden Country Is Center 


of Russo-Chinese Argument

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—(/P)— 


Manchuria, 
the 
''Forbidden 


Country," is the center of the 
current 
dispute between soviet 


Russia and nationalist China. 


Since the 
Munchu emperors 


moved their gilded court from 
Mukden to Peiping in 1644, Man- 
churia has been a meeting place 
and battleground between 
east 


and west—China and Russia. 


For more than 100 years, until 


the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, Chinese were not allowed 
to enter the country of the Man- 
chus except a few sent now and 
then from Peiping to gather wild 
ginseng and falcon feathers.. 


When this prohibition was re- 


laxed, Chinese emigrants swarm- 
ed into Manchuria with the re- 
sult, that 90 per cent of the popu- 
lation today is Chinese. 


The reminder are 
descendants 


of the original Manchu and Tun- 
gus tribes. 
The northern cities 


furnishing a refuge for thousands 
of Russian commercial 
agents 


representing the present govern- 
ment in Moscow, have given cit- 
ies like Harbin a distinctly Rus- 
sian atmosphere.

Russian fr eastern policy gain- 
ed steadily in strength and ag- 
gressiveness. 


The treaty of Shimqhosekl be- 


tween Japan and 
China 
gave 


Russia a chance to obtain an im- 
portant railway concession across 
north Manchuria and a lease on 
Kwantung province^ with rail- 
road rights, for 25 years. 


The Russians built the Chin-

Now that bootlegging in some 


parts of the county has taken the 
place of farming to a great ex- 
tent, they seem still to be labor- 
ing side by side with their' hus- 
bands and sons in gathering not 
cotton but the money of those who 
want liquid refreshment. 


In mid summer there is little to 


be done to the cotton crop except 
incessant plowing. This is done by 
the men who stay in the fields from 
morning until night. 
Stills, of 


course, can.be tendeded after night- 
fall, but when business is good, 
transporting liquor often consumes 
both night and day. The wife takes 
the family automobile, bought on 


need n the county. Post-war cot- 
ton prices, combined with disas- 
trous floods, impoverished the far- 
mers of the Red river valley, es- 
pecially the tenant farmers.

fields at El Dorado, there to use 
their teams and wagons in hauling

Many of these 
came back to tell tales of riotous "rea! 


price, and huge distilling plants 


i were built in the side of sandy

every detail, with floors of con- 
crete, pots and tubs and worms of 
copper.

But they did business only 
a 


short time. Even though they were 
carefully concealed 
underground, 


they were too eonspicious. The na- 
tives talked of the shiny copper and 
the thousands of gallons of mash, 
and prohibition officers heard. 


The two or three big plants in the 


county were rug from the ground, 
and those parts not destroyed on 
the spot were carried away to en- 
large the pile behind the county 
jail. These drives netted very few 


living, wide open saloons, painted 
women, terrible corn whisky that 
sold for as much as $15 a quart, big 
wages and free spenders. Several 
Miller county bootleggers and dis- 
tillers decided to divert this stream 
of black gold into Miller county 
and thereby bring about their own 
farm relief. 


Stills Multiplied 


The industry got a start and it is 


only necessary to ask any man on 
the street in Texarkana if it has 
flurished. 
If Ecorse is the rum 


capital of the United States, Miller 
county has become the rum capital 
of the Southwest. 


Individual distillers multiplied al- 


most overnight in the swamp lands i 
of the southern "'part" of the coun- 
ty, admirably suited geographically 
for the business. Among the cy- 
press knees of almost every island 
in the middle of the many shallow, 
muddy lakes of the county, a still 
was set going.
